which was taken in 1910. The official
census which the city has just com-

eted shows that the increase in the
foreign population since 1890 has been
14,798.

Japanese outnumber any other na
tiopality in Shanghal. There are now
7169 of that race in this city. The
British come second with 4822. The
Portuguese population numbers 1323.
Americans - rank - fourth with 1307.

$150,000 Yearly

For some time past the leading
authers of the day have been gradual-
ly picked up by the photo-play produc-
ing companies of the country and
large sume 0 { Toyalties to the
“knights of the pea r the privilege
of screaening their At the pres-
ent time efforts are being laid.to se-
cure the services of the leading play-
wrights for exclusive 'screen work,

Georze Broadnurst has hut recently
been secured by the Oliver Morosco
Photoplay Company. His offerings
are released through Paramount Ser-
vice. The Morosco ‘company has se-
cured the rights to & large number of
Broadhurst's stage successes and aiso
to anything he may psoduce for a num-
ber of years to come/!

Features that will he released from
time to time from the Morosco studios
as a result of this affiliation include:
